For more information, write or 
call the North Carolina Department of Motor Vehicles, Raleigh, 27611. Those amateurs who had call license 
plates for 1973 will automatically receive a form in the mail to be completed and retumed. 


FORMER RARS MEMBER PASSES AWAY 


Sam Beard, WA4POS, former member of the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society, passed away in August. He was 
well Known in North Carolina as a radio and TV broadcaster. He worked for WPTF for many years and later was 
news director for WRAL-TV. Sam had been a member of the RARS and played a part in the election retums using 
amateur radio as an input several years ago. He will be missed by all that knew him. 


AN RARS FEATURE EXTRA! 


Recently there has been an increase in the number of thefts of mobile rigs. This increase in thefts has given rise 
to the problem of insurance coverage. 


Most people are unaware of the coverages provided by various insurance policies. They sort of "back in” to 
find that there is or is not coverage for their specific loss. Do not assume that your "ham" mobile rig will auto- 
matically be covered by such policies as your Homeowners or Automobile Physical Damage (Comprehensive) 
policies. 


An automobile comprehensive policy provides coverage for the vehicle and its equipment. The question here is 

whether or not a Ham mobile rig is considered to be equipment of the vehicle. Since there apparently has been 

no court case in North Carolina to resolve the issue, the question is a matter of interpretation by the insurance 
company. The majority opinion holds that equipment installed by the manufacturer or permanently mounted on 

the vehicle at the time the insurance is purchased, provided it is reflected on the policy, would be covered. 

Some companies wil! provide coverage under the comprehensive policy at no additional charge, provided that they 

are advised that such a unit is in the vehicle. Still other companies will charge a premium such as $10 per year 

for the coverage. There are some companies which will! not provide this coverage at all under the automobile 

comprehensive policy. It would obvoiusly benefit the individual to check with his insurance agent or company if 

he is counting on his automobile comprehensive to cover his mobile rig. 


Your Homeowners policy might also be an area of coverage worth considering. There are five (5) types of home- 
owners policies available in North Carolina, each one being more successively broader in coverage than the 
preceding one. The Homeowners-2 is probably the most popular and therefore will be the basis for our discussion. 
The homeowners policy does not provide coverage for a motorized vehicle or its equipment, although it does 
cover some personal property which might be in the vehicle. If your rig is permanently attached or mounted to © 
the vehicle, there probably would be no coverage under the homeowners. On the other hand, if your rig is not 
permanently attached to the automobile, coverage might exist. The homeowners provides coverage for unsched- 
uled personal property while in or on an unattended motor vehicle or trailer, other than a public conveyance, 
provided there are visible signs of forcible entry. An endorsement, HO-46, may be added to the policy for a 
few dollars which would remove the "visible signs of forcible entry" requirement. By the way, the homeowners 
will provide coverage for unscheduled personal property in an unattended private watercraft. Here again, 
though, there must be visible signs of forcible entry into a securely locked compartment. As with the automobile 


comprehensive policy, check with your particular insurance company or agent to determine their attitude about 
theft coverage of your mobile rig. 


Just in case you do not have an automobile comprehensive policy on your old clunker nor a homeowners on your 
cave, there is one more possibility. That is the Inland Marine Personal Article Floater. Before you let the name 
throw you, it simply covers a specific item against loss. Here, there is normally an "All Risk" policy which 
would provide broader coverage than either the automobile comprehensive or homeowners. The premium is deter- 
mined by the value of the item. The price would be somewhere in the neighborhood of $2 to $3 per $100 of in- 
surance for a year's coverage. However, most companies would have a $10 or $15 minimum premium. 


Of all the policies mentioned, the Inland Marine Policy would probably be the best bet for positive coverage. 


Several points to keep in mind: (1) Most policies have a deductible, usually $25 or $50; (2) In the event of 
loss, settlement would probably be made on an actual cash value (ACV) less the deductible - this means that you 
would not necessarily receive the full face amount of the policy; (3) Since individual companies have different 


attitudes about coverage, be sure to contact your insurance carrier to find out if you have coverage and how 
much.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE COMMUNICATIONS 


Since Radio Amateurs are very active in Emergency Communications, we thought it might be interesting to out- 
line some activities that are presently in progress to improve communications in the field of Emergency Medical 
Service Communications. 


Hospital emergency departments, ambulance providers, and rescue squads are three key elements of the Emergen- 
cy Medical Service team in each community. Within the past two years there has been quite an effort nationwide 
to establish standard working frequencies for medical communications so that systems would provide maximum 
communication support in an organized and systematic way. 


One of the most important communications paths required for medical services is between ambulances and hospi- 
tals. In North Carolina, the frequency used for this purpose is 155.340 MHz. 


Another requirement is a standard rescue frequency. The North Carolina Association of Rescue Squads has sel- 
ected 155.280 MHz for this purpose. 


Ambulance service organizations require a dispatch and working frequency. This frequency is selected from the 
list appearing in the Special Emergency Radio Service (an element of Part 89 of the Commission Rules). 


In each situation shown above, stations must be licensed in the Special Emergency Radio Service, which is con- 
tained in Part 89 of the Commission Rules. 


In addition to the frequencies listed above, the FCC has recently authorized medical telemetry in the 450 MHz 
band. Five pairs of frequencies have been set aside and reserved specifically for this purpose. Hospitals and 
ambulance service organizations will probably be using this means to transmit medical data on patients directly 
from ambulances to hospitals in the not too distant future. 


While the foregoing is not directly related to Amateur radio, it is information that should be of interest to the 
individual amateur who is emergency communications oriented. 


A copy of Part 89 of the FCC rules might be an asset to radio clubs throughout the State. A thorough knowledge 
of the "Do's and Don'ts" set forth in the Special Emergency Section will be extremely helpful should technical 
advice be sought by hospitals and ambulance service organizations from radio amateurs in communities through- 
out the State.

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IT'S TIME TO SPEAK UP ON DOCKET 19759 


Time for a response by RARS to Docket 19759 fs fast drawing to a close as September 20 approaches. (See the 
August 1973 edition of QST at page 88 for the text of the FCC 224-225 MHz proposals.) RARS and indeed every 
responsible amateur club should state it's opposition to this latest FCC proposal. Amateur radio is certainly no 
exception to the premise that those who sleep on their privileges tend to lose them and we may rest assured that 
once even the smallest portion of one of our frequency allocations is lost, it will never be regained. 


The future importance of the 220 MHz band to Amateur Radio can best be seen in the recent tremendous upswing 
of VHF activity on two meters. In this regard nothing more need be said. 


Recent FCC attitudes towards the Amateur fratemity have been very discouraging. Amateur radio is a hobby and 
has never claimed to be perfect. However, it remains the most interesting and challenging sort of activity. It 

is intémational in scope, highly organized and self policing. It is interlaced with a long history of public service 
and scientific development in the field of two-way communications. It is interesting to note that even the So- 


viet Union, the most repressive of societies, recognises the value of Amateur Radio to the State and encourages 
it's existence. 


To accuse Amateurs of regressing to the role of Being "appliance operators" is to ignore the fact that the state of 
the art has changed significantly from the old "spark gap" days. A transmitter then requiring 20 or so parts can 
hardly compare to the technology and thousands of parts that go into modem SSB equipment, making it "slightly 
more difficult" to home-brew all of one's gear. Neverless, among RARS members, at least, this author has seen 
vialbe evidence that home construction, experimentation and study are by no means dead. The work that went 
into the club's recent recent repeater project is evidence of that. Public service and emergency communications 
still remain high on our list of priorities and | doubt that RARS is so very different from other good radio clubs. 
Of our 77 or so members currently, none to this author's knowledge have been cited by the FCC for rules viola- 


tions and it is interesting to note that better than 65% of those licensed members of the club (excluding Novices) 
hold upgraded licenses under the new incentive licensing program (Extra and Advanced class). That says something 
about our regard for the hobby and our willingness to improve. 


The point is that Docket 19759 penalizes Amateur Radio with no apparent justification, and really rubs it in by 
giving all the gains to citizens band radio, the most scufflaw group in the history of communications of any sort. 
The real overall winner on the top of that appears to be the EIA and the dollars they will receive for cranking 
out thousands upon thousands of new sets and linear amplifiers. However, no one can really blame the members 
of EIA for wanting to sell several million new radio sets, even if it does create a little chaos. What is sad is ap- 
parently the fact that the lessons of 27 MHz go unheeded, and instead of cleaning it up, many taxpayers dollars 
will be spent creating what has the potential of becoming another uncontrollable situation. 


Everyone may not agree with what is stated in this article but that is not the point and dissent is welcome. What 
is important is that RARS present a united and well reasoned petition to the FCC making its position on Docket 
19759 a matter of record.

We'll need letters... lots of letters! Letters from clubs, individuals, amateurs and non-amateurs alike. We've 
got to get together on this issue and keep the pressure on for an early hearing. Written by Ted Cohen, W4UMF, 
and printed in Worldradio/NEWS, April, 1973. Following is the text of HR 3516 from the same source: 

"To amend the Communications Act of 1934 to require that radio and television receivers meet 

certain technical standards for filtering out interference. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That section 303 (s) of the Communications Act of 1934 is amended by in- 
serting "(1)" after "(s)" and by adding at the end thereof the following: 

"(2)" Have authority to require that apparatus designed to receive broad- 

casts comply with standards of the Commission under this paragraph (2), 

when such apparatus is shipped in interstate commerce, or is imported from 


any foreign country into the United States, for sale or resale to the public. 
Standards under this paragraph shall be prescribed by rule for the purpose of 
requiring the filtering out of interference. Such standards shall include a re- 
quirement that all interference from any amateur station,and any citizens 
radio service station operating on its assigned frequency, be filtered out." 


Ai the August club meeting, a 2 meter FM pre- 
sentation was made for the program. The RARS 
repeater, WR4ACF, was discussed and a number 
of amateurs demonstrated several types of 2 meter 
Dave equipment that are available now. Included was 
a mini-repeater demonstrated by WB4DBB, a 
home~brew synthesizer by WA4BVY, tranceivers 
and hand-held units by WA4ZNA, W4HJZ, 

7 , WB4PHQ, and WB4PAN.. It was a very interest- 
ing program and was meant to show club members and visitors who haven't tried 2 meter FM what it's all about. 
Since the club repeater has been on the air, several members have bought equipment for 2 meters and more are 
expecting to be on shortly.

In the RARS roster printed last month, there are 77 members now with 71 licensed. I know of 35 that operate 2 
meter FM. That's almost 50% of the licensed RARS members. | don't know of a single amateur that tried 2 meter 
FM and did not like it. There are bound to be some, but they are very few. It is estimated that nearly 50% of 
the active amateurs in the U.S. are on 2 meters. In the August issue of QST, of the 58 ARRL sections that re- 
ported station activities, 34 had something about 2 meter FM and 24 had nothing. There is activity on 2 meters. 


Don't misunderstand me, there are other bands with a lot of activity. It seems that 2 meters is the best band for 
local communications and CD operations. The HF bands offer other modes of operation and more distant commun-

There is an article in the August Auto-Call with a discussion of 
these practices. The writer goes on about 2 meter FM and comments that over 50% of some local repeater groups 
are Advanced or Extra Class amateurs. Then he says, "You should never hear a CQ". That is not amateur radio! 
The ARRL handbook states, "Use a general CQ only when you are willing to work any station who hears you". 
Also the handbook states, "QRZ should not be used in place of CQ". QRZ means "Who is calling me?” Many 
times | have been monitoring a 2 meter frequency and | hear someone come on and say "QRZ, this is W4XYZ".
